Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Neff explained that the Ikenda reference does not show the 
semiconductor element mounted to one of the conductive patterns on one side and the other of the conductive patterns 
on the otheside. Examiner explained that the through holes (31b-32b) allows such a mounting. Examiner explained 
that mounting is a broad term that encompasses indirect mounted of a lead to a layer. Mr. Neff further explained that 
the modification made by combining the Wieloch reference with the Ikeda reference was unclear. Examiner explained 
that the Weiloch reference was used to show that the component could be recessed in the board and as such 
connected to the top and bottom as with attachment of the component to layers (209) and (248) as Weiloch. Further, 
Mr. Neff explained that the Weiloch reference does not show the semiconductor attached to one of the conductive 
patterns on one side and to the other of the patterns on the other side of the board. Examiner agrees. After further 
consideration of the references, examiner believes that a 102 rejection over the Ikeda reference may be applicable to 
the current form of the claims. Applicant will consider these points and may file and amendment . 
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
